Song; music bv Miss Bramham. 
Rpll-call showed '76 present. Sub- 
ject, "Attention " Prof. Bartholomew 
said in discussing this subject thnt 
the ability to concentrate the atten- 
tion on any subject and to hold it 
there for any desired length of time 
was a most valuable qualification. 
In order to acquire this there must be 
a physical basis. Persons with small 
physical bases have risen to intel- 
lectual heights, but these were excep- 
tions. The great instrumentality of 
the mind is the human system. A 
young child, for physical reasons, 
can not give his attention for a long 
period to any given subject. Adults 
found it difficult to do so. In the 
programme for primary work the 
time allotted for each study should 
be short, and there should be variety. 
Sometimes the child does not like to 
do the things you think he ought to. 
It must b^ your duty to excite ail in- 
terest. In cultivating attention much 
help may be derived from associa- 
tion. Attend to one thing at a time; 
let nothing else intervene. If the at- 
tention is trained, the memory will 
be all right. 

At the request of the Superinten- 
dent Mrs. Pooler came forward and 
favored the Institute with a song, 
"Beautiful Normandy " The teach- 
ers showed their appreciation of her 
magnificent singing by loug and loud 
applause.

The same process may be developed 
--artificially. Inoculate the disease in 
i-mfld lorm, and the danger of succumb- 
ing tea serious attack will be minim- 
..teed. This is the principle of vaccina- 
fflon 

>Erom vaccination to the use of anti- 
>joxir is but one step. Scientists had 
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«Itrat« contains the diphtheria toxin. 
If the toxin is found to be of sufficient 

strength, that is if .1 c.c. of it will kill 
a guinea pig weighing 500 grains in 

forty-eight hours, .6 c.c. of the toxin is 
injected into the shoulder of a young 
and absolutely healthy horse. This 
will cause a reaction, and diphtheria 
antitoxin will form in the blood. The 
t time about .1 c.c. will be injected, 
a correspondingly larger amount of 
antitoxin will form. Doses of toxin 
are constantly increased until the horse 
can bear without serious symptoms the 
enormous amount of .300 c.c of toxin 
per injection. Some of the blood of the 
horse is then drawn off and put on ioe 
for a few days to allow it to coagulate. 
The blood serum, U., the water with 
albuminous and saline matter in so- 
lution, possesses the anti-toxin proper- 
ties and is taken off with a pipette. 
Its strength is tested by inoculation on 
diseased guinea pigs, and If one grain 
of the serum will neutralize one grain 
of the toxin, It is ready for use. 

The forearm of the human patient 
suffering with diphtheria is given a 
hypodermic injection of the antitoxin. 
If the disease is in the incipient state 
one injection will generally suffice, 
otherwise doses must be repeated 
several times. 

When the experiments were first he- 
gun, a number of different animals 
were used as mediums for the pro- 
duction of antitoxin. It was soon 
found however, that it is not the actual 
immunity of an animal which would 
be of any value when transferred to a 
diseased individual, but the amount c< 
acquired immunity. 

For this reason, the horse was se- 
lected as the most appropriate for the 
production of tetanus and diphtheria 
antitoxin. It is remarkably suscepti- 
ble to these diseases, but 6hows great 
power of reaction, and can develop 
enormous quantities of antitoxin. It 
is a very healthy animal and the danger 
of inoculating other diseases with its 
Wood is practically nil; it can furnish 
immense quantities of blood, and— an 
Important point— the horse is m many 
respects similar to man. The best re- 
sults will always be obtained by inocu- 
lation from homogen species. Goats, 
sheep, and other animals have been 
tried, but none can compare with the 
horse in adaptability; the horseless ago 
is not at hand. 

The tetanus, diphtheria and other 
antitoxins have been in use only a very 
few years, in our country bnt a few 
months, and then hardly ever outside 
of the hospitals. The evidence then

Diphtheria, the germ oi which was 
discovered in 1884. was chosen as the 
principal subject of experiment. They

!s over 80 per cent., when no antitoxin 
is used. 

And it is not only as a curative, but also 
■ ^ uMTvenVlyej Uiat the great remedy 
may be used. Reliable cases, sufficient 
in number to leave no room for doubt 
have been reported of children who had 
been rendered temporarily immune by 
a single, injection of antitoxin while In 
midst of a household where 
diphtheria was raging. By experi- 
menting on guinea pigs it was shown 
that a dose of antitoxin injected be- 
fore infection requires only 1-100, 
sometimes 1-1000, of the strength needed 
when the same amount of toxin had 
found its way into the pig's system 
twenty-four hours before the antidote 
was injected. 

In ita effect antitoxin is absolutely 
harmless. It sometimes produces skin 
eruptions, weakness and other slight 
symptoms in human patients, but the 
medicine is not considered a poison, 
and it cannot be In any way dangerous 
to the sick or the healthy. Not the 
bilghtest fear need be entertained in 
that regard. 

What Is true of diphtheria and 
tetanus we may Infer to hold good in 
all germ diseases. We know that the 
principles of partial and total immunity 
evince themselves throughout the ani- 
mal kingdom; we are almost positive 
that this partial immunity may always 
be increased by Infection of a disease, 
and we may Judge by analogy that if 
some animal cuu produce properties in 
the blood, antitoxic to certain diseases, 
other animals can be found whose blood 
will yield the same medicine against 
other diseases. We believe, further, 
that at least all Infectious diseases are 
genu diseases (for how else could they 
be infectious?), and we may justly In- 
fer that In a very fow years a great, 
complex system of new remedies 
will come Into use, mid as fire drives 
out fire, the disease itself shall produse 
! within the animal body the antidote 
against its virulence.

England, Holland and I'ortuenl Claim 
More 6objee*e AbrotiU Than ot Horn* 
— AuttrU the Only Greet Toner 
Vntlioul a Colony. 

The declaration of the Italian min- 
ister of foreign affairs to the Italian 
chamber of deputies In Rome re- 
cently that all the European powers 
except France and Russia hud agreed 
that no other government was au- 
thorized to Interfere with the Italian 
protectorate over Abyssinia, recalls 
the fact that the ambition of many 
Italians to establish governmental 
colonies is scon to be realised. Since 
the establishment of the Italian cap- 
ital in Rome in 1870, says the New 
York Sun, Italy has been contribut- 
ing largely to the foreign emigra- 
tion to the United States, the Ar- 
gentine Republic, France, Braxil 
and the northern African states. 
By the census of 1870 there were only 
17,000 Italians In the United States. 
In 1880 the number had risen to 44,- 
000 and in 1690 to 182,000. 

Many Italians have long felt the 
need, for commercial purposes, of 
colonies over which the Italian flag 
might fly and, the Jjal.lan govern - 
feeht exercise jurisdiction. Abys- 
sinia has seemed to furnish the cov- 
eted opportunity for colonization, 
and now Italy, after a military occu- 
pation of the country, is about to ex- 
lend its power further over the coun- 
try of King Menelek. The area of 
Abyssinia is 189,000 square miles, or 
about B0 per cent, greater than the 
area of Italy. The population of 
that part of Abyssinia over which 
the Italians claim jurisdiction is 
4,o00,000. The present population 
of Italy is 30,000,000. 

France, with a population of 38,- 
000,000, has colonies in various parts 
of the world with 21,000,000 inhabit- 
ants additional. Spain, with a pop- 
ulation of 17,000,000, has colonies 
with 11,000,000 inhabitants addi- 
tional, but it will not have colonial 
possessions so large If the patriotic 
Cubans succeed in their revolt 
against the Madrid government. 
Holland, with a population of 4,500,- 
000. has colonies with a collective 
population of 29,000,000. Portugal, 
with a population of less than 6,000,- 
000, has colonies with a population 
of less than 6,000,000 additional. 
But these four countries, preeminent 
for centuries as colonizing govern- 
ments, are completely overshadowed 
by England. The area of the United 
Kingdom Is 120,000 square miles, 
but the area of the jurisdiction of 
tbe Eugllsh government Is 11,000,- 
000 square miles. The population 
of England, Ireland, Scotland and 
Wales Is 38.000,000. The total pop- 
ulation under the Jurisdiction of ihe 
queen of England Is 881,000,000. 

When the annexation of Abyssinia 
to the Italian kingdom Is completed, 
Italy will rank in the matter of pos- 
sessions with Germany, which has 
some 5,000,000 people within its pro- 
tectorate In Africa; with Turkey and 
with Denmark, which have colonies in 
both North and South America. 
Austria, one of the greatest mon- 
archies of Europe, is the only one 
having no foreign colonies.

Hereafter the government will 
recognise acts of heroism on the high 
seas in behalf of citizens of the 
United States by the award of hand- 
some silver vases Instead of gold 
watches, compasses, etc., as has 
been the custom In tbe past It has 
frequently happened that these* 
watches, fine though they are, have 
been bestowed upon mariners pos- 
sessing chronometer? of a much su- 
perior quality. The same is true of 
other navigating apparatus which it 
has been customary to give in ac- j 
knowledgment of valuable heroic 
service to American seamen. Tbe 
state department officials, who have 
charge of this matter, have decided 
to' substitute vases for other ar- 
ticles as an experiment, and, if it 
proves successful, that style of 
award will be adopted as the stand- 
ard.

•he la Chief Executive by Proxy and by 
Coortos.v of the secretary of State, Bo- 
lide* Being a Bit nf a Fem- 
inine Pooh-Bah. 

The private secretary of Gov. W. A. 
BMcharils, of Wyoming, Is his nineteen- 
year-old daughter, Miss Eleanor Alice 
Blchards, better known in this com- 
munity as Alice Richards, writes -the 
Cheyenne correspondent of the New 
York Herald. Miss Alice not only per- 
forms the duties of an amanuensis 
while her father, the governor, is here, 
•(tending to all the correspondence 
of the governor's office, hut during the 
absence of the governor from the cap- 
ital or from the state she is, to all prac- 
tical purposes, his representative, and 
fulfills in a very creditable manner the 
duties of his office. 

Alice was bom at Oakland, Cal., Just 
nineteen years ago. As she has never 
been east of the Missouri river she may 
be considered a typical western girl. 
She lived with her parents at Oakland 
until she was five years old, and then 
removed with them to Colorado Springs, 
OoL At the age of ten she went with 
bar parents to live on a big'cattle ranch 
on the banks of the Bie Horn river in 
northern Wyoming. Here for four 
years she was instructed by her par- 
ents, there being no schools in the 
country. Uere, too, she formed the 
habits of independence and self-reli- 
ance which life on the frontier gives tc 
western girls. She learned to ride half 
broken cow-pimies and sometimes wenl 
on the "round-ups" with her father. 
She also learned how to keep house in 
the practnial, common-sense way o1 
earlier times. 

Mr. Richards. Alice's father, was ap- 
pointed sin rejrot general of Wyoming 
in 1889, and came to Cheyenne to live. 
Alice went to school in the Cheyenne 
pnblic schools for several years and 
then attended Mills college, near Oak- 
land, Cal., where she graduated last 
year. Her father, upon his election as 
governor of Wyoming, gave her a posi- 
tion in his oflice last January as his 
private secretary. She was taken on 
trial, and the trial resulted favorably, 
and she is pretty certain to hold the 
position throughout her father's term 
of office, which does not expire until 
i8W. Miss Alice is an export stenog-

EARLIEST OF ROSES. 

The Provence or Cabbage Ro» Deecrlbed 



In a learned article on roses the Quar- 
terly Review says: "The earliest cer- 
tain trace in Greek literature of the 
rose as a cultivated flower is to be 
found in Herodotus, In his account of 
the rise of the house of Macedonia. 
The sons of Temenus, he says (book 
vlil.. 188), fled into another part of 
Macedonia, and took up their abode 
'near the gardens of Midas. In these 
gardens are roses which grow of them- 
selves'— that is, we suppose, without 
much attention to pruning or budding 
—'so sweet that no others can vie with 
them In this, and their blossoms have 
as many as sixty petals apiece.' " 

Every rosegrower will at once recog- 
nize In this the most venerable of all 
rose records, the original rosa centi- 
folia, still more than two thousand 
years afterward one of the sweetest in 
many an old English garden — the old 
Provence or cabbage rose. And it la a 
curious illustration of Herodotus' ac- 
curacy In unsuspected details that 
Pliny describes the same rose as found 
principally in much the same district, 
in the neighborhood of Philippi, the 
people of which, he says, get It from 
the neighboring Mount Pangaeus, and 
greatly improve It by transplantation. 
In the long history of roses the Pro- 
vence or hundred-leaved rose seems 
chiefly to have formed the backbone of 
continuity. 

LOST FOR AGES. 
Discovery of a Bar led city In Tmrkeetaa 
by a Party of Prussians. 

In Turkestan, on the right bank of 
the Amou Dlara, In a chain of rocky 
hills, near the Bokharan town of 
Karkt, are a number of large caves 
which, upon examination, were found 
to lead to an underground city, built 
apparently long before the Christian 
era. According to effigies, says In- 
formation, inscriptions and designs 
upon the gold ;t:id silver money un- 
earthed from an .ug the ruins the ex- 
istence of the tow i. dates back to some 
two centuries before the birth of 
Christ. 

The unr< ground Bokharan city Is 
about two versta long and is composed 
of an enormous labyrinth of corridors, 
streets and squares, surrounded by 
houses and other buildings two or three 
stories high. The edifices contain all 
kinds of domestic utensils, pots, urns, 
vases and so forth. In some of the 
streets falls of earth and rock have ob- 
structed the passages, but generally 
the visitor can walk about freely with- 
out lowering -his head. The high de- 
gree of civilisation attained by the in- 
habitants of the city is shown by the 
fact that they buUt In several stories, 
by the symmetry of the street* and 
square, and by the beauty of the clay 
and metal « tonsils and of the orna-

KILLED HIM FOR PITY. 
Strange Crime for Which an English 
Woman Will Have to Sufrer. 

The trial of Mrs. Urquharfc at Dur 
ham for the murder of her husband 
raises a profound ethical question, 
says the Birmingham (England) 
Mail. The unfortunate woman's 
husband was bed-ridden and a great 
sufferer. The son who supported 
them was out of work and could not 
provide for them, and they were face 
to face with starvation. Mrs. Ur 
quhart, in these circumstances, with 
her husband's knowledge and sane 
tion, to put him out of pain, gave 
him some rat poison, which killed 
him in fifteen minutes. She then 
tried to poison herself, but was pre- 
vented. The jury found her guilty 
—and no doubt technically, as the 
law stands, she was. It was obvi- 
ously impossible, however, to pro- 
nounce a verdict carrying with it 
the death sentence for the act she 
had committed. Of course, the sen 
tence, when pronounced, would have 
been commuted, but the jury pre- 
ferred not to allow the matter to go 
so far. They found that the poor 
woman was not responsible for her 
actions, and she was accordingly or- 
dered to be detained during her 
majesty's pleasure. This may have 
done substantial justice, but it 
evades the difficulty, and does not 
meet it. It is quite evident that 

hat the woman did had nothing in 
immon with murder in the proper 
sense of the word. Some years ago 
tbrre was considerable discussion 
among the members of the medical 
profession on the subject of so-called 
ithanasla" — that is, whether it 
should be made lawful for a doctor 
at the desire of a patient suffering 
from an agonizing and incurable 
disease to put him out of his misery 
by a swift and painless poison. In 
the case of a dog or a horse we 
should call this an act of mercy, but 
we condemn a human being to linger 
In hopeless suffering. Clearly this 
is a problem id law and conduct that 
remains to be solved.
